Chillicothe, died of injuries sustained 
in a 2-car collision in the village of 
South Bloomfield 1:10 p.m. Friday. 
Pickaway County Deputy Sheriff 
Robert Hoover stated that Mrs. Boyle 
may not have been killed in the ac­ 
cident had her seat belt been fastened. 
She was a passenger in a car driven 
by her husband, Dorsey A. Boyle, 76, 
Chillicothe. They were returning from 
a shopping trip in Columbus when they 
decided to stop at a fruit and vegetable 
stand in South Bloomfield, Hoover was 
told by Mr. Boyle. 
Witnesses to the accident said that 
Boyle turned left in front of a nor­ 


thbound car driven by Julia May 
Bland, 38, of Waverly. There were no 
skidmarks on the pavement, in­ 
dicating that neither driver saw the 
other vehicle until it was too late to hit 
the brakes. 
Mrs. Boyle, the fifth traffic fatality 
in Pickawav Countv this vear, died of 
severe neck and head injuries. She 
was dead on arrival at Berger Hospital 
emergency room. 
Her husband was treated and 
released from the emergency room for 
head and chest injuries. 
Mrs. Bland sustained a laceration of 
the left lower leg and contusion and 
lacerations of the head. Her 11-year- 


old son, John Richard Bland, sustained 
a laceration of the knee. They were 
both treated and released by the 
Berger Hospital emergency staff.

M arathon Skyjack 


Comes To End; 
2 Leftists Flee 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
Two masked gunmen who crisscrossed 
15,000 miles of tatin America in a 
record airline hijacking finally 
managed to escape today, but they got 
only $50,000 for their trouble. 
Their escape became known after 
the exhausted pilot, Capt. Hugo 
Molina, landed the airliner in Buenos 
Aires. 
Molina said the hijackers had made 
off with the money in Resistencia, an 
Argentine city 500 miles north of here. 
They escaped into the sparsely settled 
Chaco region in a pickup truck, he told 
newsmen. 
“The hijackers ordered me to fly to 
Resistencia and threatened to kill the 
stewardesses if I refused,” Molina 
said. “In Resistencia they fled in a 
pickup truck provided by the local 
police. I don’t know where they went.” 
The next stop after Resistencia was 
Asuncion, Paraguay, 15 m inutes’ 
flying time away, then to Buenos 
Aires, a 3^hour hop. 
Molina taxied his airliner to an air 
force terminal at the Buenos Aires 
Airport and cut his motors. The door 
opened, and six crew members, in­ 


cluding three stewardesses, left the 
craft. Two uniformed airline employes 
and a civilian then entered the plane, 
and quickly departed. Police sur­ 
rounded the craft briefly, then they too 
left. 
The gunmen hijacked the Colombian 
airliner on a domestic flight Wed­ 
nesday and in the next two days forced 
two sets of pilots to fly to Panama and 
Aruba, then on to Ecuador, Peru, 
Argentina, Paraguay and back to 
Argentina. 
Molina, a Colombian, volunteered to 
board the plane in Aruba to relieve 
Capt. Jorge Lucena, the original pilot. 
’Die hijackers’ first demand was the 
release of 140 Colombian prison in­ 
mates. But the Colombian government 
said no. The next demand was $160,000. 
After flying about Central America 
and the Caribbean for a day, they 
finally received $50,000 in Aruba from 
a representative of SAM, the airline 
which owns the plane. 
There were 86 passengers and crew 
aboard when the gunmen seized the 
aircraft. But the two hijackers let a 
few leave the plane at each stop, and 
others escaped. 


NewYork Harbor 
Collision Kills 6 


NEW YORK (AP) — An American 
container vessel rammed into a 
Belgian tanker early today in New 
York Harbor near the Verrazano-Nar- 
rows Bridge, setting both ships ablaze 
amid a series of explosions. 
Authorities reported at least six 
persons dead, including the captain of 
the American ship. More than 20 were 
reported injured among 68 known 
survivors. Four crewmen were listed 
as missing. 
The suspension bridge at the har­ 
bor’s entrance was closed temporarily 
when the burning ships drifted un­ 
derneath, with flames leaping hun­ 
dreds of feet into the sky over the strait 
between Brooklyn and Staten Island. 
The dead captain was identified as 
William Patterson of Clifton, N.J. 
Police said he suffered an apparent 
heart attack after the collision. 
Fireboats and police launches cut 
through a flaming oil slick to resc ue 
crewmen from the container ship, the 
Sea Witch, and the 699-foot tanker Esso 
Brussels. Firemen continued battling 


the conflagration as the ships drifted 
farther into the outer harbor. 
A survivor from the Sea Witch, 
David Bracy, 31, of Bar Harbor, 
Maine, who was in the ship’s engine 
room at the time of the collision, said: 
“I think we lost our steering gear.” 


Bracy, who suffered arni burns, said 
crewmen clustered at a spot on the 
ship’s afterdeck before being rescued 
by a fireboat. 
Another crew member aboard the 
American ship, Michael O’Connor, 20, 
of West Orange, N J., said: “There 
were flames on the* ship and in the 
water — we couldn’t jiunp. Some of us 
were trapped in a passageway.” 
More than a thousand residents lined 
the Brooklyn shore near the bridge to 
watch as helicopters, tugs, police 
launches, fireboats and ambulances 
respomk'd to the emergency. 
One man who reported seeing the1 
vessels collide said: “I heard a boat 
horn sounding for a minute before . .. I 
saw a fireball." 


Another witness said: “There were 
numerous explosions within the big 
fire — several as the ships went under 
the bridge.” 
“There was a tremendous roaring 
sound all the time — it almost 
smothered conversation on the shore,” 
he said. 
The blaze broke out about 12:45 a.m. 
when the Sea Witch slammed into the 
Esso Brussels amidship while the 
tanker was anchored in the Narrows 
just north of the bridge, according to 
Edwin Sheppard, chief fire marshal 
for the city. 


Sheppard said the Sea Witch 
“veered into the Brussels.” 
“Just prior to when it hit, the cargo 
vessel sounded the general alarm, 
which probably saved a lot of lives,” 
Sheppard said. 
A survivor from the tanker said it 
was carrying 40,000 tons of crude oil 
due to bo offloaded at Bayonne, N J. 
The container ship was en route to 
Norfolk, Va.

Skylab Crew Plans To Free SolarPanel 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 
Skylab’s astronauts returned to their 
research today while ground experts 
considered a space walk to free a 
jammed solar panel and the possibility 
of extending the mission beyond 28 
days. 


Charles Conrad Jr., Dr Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz were relaxed 
after a day off Friday in which they 
took man’s first space showers, a 
welcome relief after eight days of work 
in the warm space station. 


Today also marked Commander 
Conrad’s 43rd birthday. 
On the schedule were a series of sun 
and star observations, more medical 
investigations and an earth resources 
pass to make geologic, agricultural 
and oceanograph surveys in a 2,750- 
mile strip ranging from northwest of 
San Francisco to Mexico City. 
In space laboratories here and at the 
Marshall Space Flight Center in 
Huntsville, Ala., specialists are testing 
repair techniques which might be used 
by the astronauts. 
A sun shield ripped away during the 


launch of Skylab on May 14 and one 
solar panel was torn away and another 
jammed. 
If the jammed panel could tx* swung 
out, its solar cells would almost double 
the amount of electrical power 
available to the space station, which 
has been running on half-power since 
the launch accident. 
Four sm aller solar panels are 
providing energy for the laboratory. 
But on reduced power, the astronauts 
have had to curtail some experiments. 
Rocco A. Petrone, director of the 
Marshall Center where testing is being 
conducted, said if the jammed panel 
could be released, there’s a possibility 
the mission could be extended beyond 
the planned four weeks. This would 
permit the spacemen to make up for 
some of the experiments lost in this 
early phase of the flight. 
“It’s certainly worth looking at,” 
Petrone said. He added much would 
depend on what doctors on the ground 
think of the astronauts’ physical condi­ 
tion late in the journey. They would 
consult with Kerwin, who is the first 
physician to fly in space. 


Petrone said the space walk panel 
repair job has received greater em­ 
phasis since it was discovered some of 
the station batteries were degraded by 
solar heat during tlx* IO days the lab 
was unmanned after it was launched. 
The astronauts were to have been 
launched the next day, hut were 
delayed while a makeshift sun shade 
was developed for them to erect over 
an exposed area of the vehicle to cool it 
down. 
As 
a 
result 
of 
the 
battery 
degradation, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration announced 
Friday it had advanced the launch 
date of the Skylab 2 astronauts 14 flays, 
from Aug. 8 to July 27. 
“ It’s a precautionary move,’’ 
Petrone reported. 
'Die Skylab 3 mission, scheduled for 
a November launching to the* same 
station, also probably will be earlier. 
These last two (t o w s are to remain 
aboard Skylab for 56 days each. 
Petrone said a space walk could 
come as early as Tuesday, but felt it 
more likely would In* later in the week. 
He said the astronauts would open a 


hatch in the workshop and one of them, 
linked to a 60-foot lifeline, would work 
his way down a jury-rigged handrail 
about 20 feet to the solar panel, which 
is folded against Skylab’s side. 
The sec ond astronaut would stand in 
the open hatch to give assistance 
Earlier inspection .showed the panel 
is strapped flown by an inch-wide piece 
of aluminum about 2h feet long which 
dislodged when the protective heat 
shield tore away. 
Petrone said the astronaut would 
attempt to saw through, cut through fir 
pry up the aluminum strip. There are a 
variety of tools aboard the station. 
During an extraordinary television 
relay to mission control Friday, the 
crew did some space acrobatics and 
ran foot races in tfie weightlessness of 
their spacious laboratory. They 
frolicked about the dome of the cabin, 
gliding gracefully from wall to wall 
and from floor to ceiling. 
All three crouched along a wall like 
racers at the ready and began running 
around the inside walls of the 22-foot- 
diaineter chamber, bounding in long 
effortless strides and turning flipflops.

U.S. servicemen “did badly in tin* 
first three* years” afte*r leaving 
Japanese* prison camps in World War 
ll and Korean camps in tin* Korean 
war, Wilbur said. 
A high rate* of trauma during that 
|x-riexl n*sulte*d in suicides, murders 
arid accidental deaths, Wilbur told 
newsmen. 
Military electors e*arlie*r this year 
reported that the- death rate of World 
War II l*OWs who returned from 
Japanese prisons averaged 50 per cent 
highe*r than the American population. 
The post-Korean rate was reported 
comparable. 
“We will counsel the men arid all 
their families” to avoid a post- 
Vietnarn repetition, Wilbur said. 
He said the Vietnam war POW 
“needs a lot of help fitting back into the 
family.” Many a POW finds that his 
family has been “getting along pretty 
well without him,” he said. 
The POW asks to see the checkbook 


and takes over tin* family car and “the 
wife- feels slx-’s been put back in tlx* 
borne,” Wilbur said. As a result, lie 
said, Uh* returned POW ‘feels himself 
kind of extra.” 
Wilbur also said that nearly one- 
third of the* POWs, principally Air 
Force- and Navy pilots, had suffered 
major fractures, including back in­ 
juries, after ejecting from .stricken 
aire raft. 
In a rejx>rt on injuries arni diseases 
found among the I*OWs, Wilbur said 
that some “probably will not ever be 
able to go back to active duty, but tlx? 
vast majority will.”

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Anthracnose Attacks 
Sycamore Trees

Almost every year several types of 
shade trees are affected by a disease 
that is strikingly noticeable because of 
its 
effect 
on 
the 
foliage. 
Many 
homeowners 
become concerned, 
particularly if it is a large tree or one 
that was recently planted and are 
fearful that the affected tree will die. 
This disease, known as anthracnose, 
or sometimes leaf 
blight, affects 
primarily maple, sycamore and oak, 
the latter two being most susceptible. 
Exceptionally wet seasons usually 
favor this disease. Symptoms vary 
among species of trees, however, dead 
areas in the foliage are common for 
all. Several symptoms appear on 
sycamore, the early leaf blight stage 
that completely kills young leaves and 
shoots and may be confused with frost 
injury early in the season, and the 
later stage that develops as small to 
large, irregular brown areas adjacent 
to and centering around diseased spots 
on the midribs and lateral veias of 
mature leaves and twig cankers. 
Anthracnose is caused by several 
closely related fungi These fungi live 
over on fallen leaves and in cankers 
formed on small branches. 
When 
temperatures, and especially moisture 
are favorable in the spring, the par­ 
ticular fungus produces spores which 
infect new developing leaves. The 
particular fungi associated with 
sycamore are Gnomonia platam. In 
many cases small light colored spore 
masses appear on the diseased un­ 
derside portions of the leaf. These are 
fruiting bodies of the fungus. 
Some of the suggested control 
practices are: 


1. Rake and burn leaves and infected 
twigs in the fall 
to reduce the 
inoculum, 
2. The decision whether to spray or 
not depends on the availability of 
pressure spray equipment and the 
value placed on the trees. 
3. The defoliation caused by an­ 
thracnose will not result in lasting 
damage to the trees unless it occurs 
year after year. Continued defoliation 
weakens the trees and often makes 
them unsightly. If damage is frequent 
and serious enough to justify control, 
several chemical fungicides may be 
applied to reduce damage from the 
disease. Application of these materials 
is timely and requires high pressure 
spray equipment if sucess is to be 
obtained on large trees. Home garden 
sprayers may be used on small, 
recently planted trees. 
4. At least three applications are 
necessary 
with 
most fungicides 
beginning early in the spring. The first 
spray should be applied in the dormant 
stage before the buds open to kill the 
overwintering stage of the fungus on 
the branches of the trees. A second 
spray should Im? applied in the delayed 
dormant stage when the buds are 
showing green at the tip. A third spray 
should be applied just as the new 
leaves develop. Since the fungicide 
acts as a protectant, very little control 
may Im* expected if the sprays are put 
on when symptoms are visible. 
Spraying after the disease is present 
will only protect new healthy leaves. 
5. Fungicides to use are Ferbam, 
Zineb, or Bordeaux. 
6. Recently transplanted trees 
should be sprayed to protect new 
foliage. Fertilize trees to improve 
vigor.

There’s no denying that, when we 
need it, we all like to fix up the old 
place with a new roof, or a new jxirch, 
new storm windows, or new siding. 
Recent investigations by the Federal 
Trade Commission suggest, however, 
that we should proceed with caution in 
going ahead with important im ­ 
provements. Generally speaking, the 
bugs are not in the products but in the 
sales methods. And the sales methods 
sometimes lead us to do things we 
didn’t mean to do. Like paying a bigger 
price than we can afford. 
Our friends the Smiths were not 
really planning to put new siding on 
their house, though they admitted it 
would be nice to have it, when the 
salesman came calling. "Why, Mr. 
Smith, you’re going to have carefree 
living here, from now on, no more 
painting, no more repair. This siding is 
good for a lifetime. Our products and 
installations are guaranteed for 20 to 
50 years.’’ 'Flus sounds very good to 
Mr. Smith. “ And this is going to cost 
you a very small piece of change,” the 
salesman continues, "because we’ve 
chosen your house to Im* a Model 
Demonstrator Home. Mr. Smith, 
you’ve got such an attractive place 
here that when we’ve put the siding on 
it this lovely home is going to sell 
siding for us, and this will be worth 
real money to you, because we’re 
going to give you a nice fat bonus for 
every job we get as a result of showing 
your home. You won’t have to do a 
thing.” 
After a good many more words to 
this effect, the salesman has his 
papers out, ready for the signing. Mr. 
Smith is a little rocked when he sees 
wliat the new siding is going to cost, 
but the salesman is right there: " I ’ll 
tell you what, Mr Smith,” he says as 
he lowers his voice, "you’re really 
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getting a special price as it is, but I’ll 
take the responsibility for giving you a 
further reduction, which I am allowed 
to do in a few special cases. How d(M?s 
that sound? There now, you just sign 
here and ITI take care of everything. 
You’ll 
never 
feel 
these 
small 
payments. Our expert workmen will be 
here in the morning. It’s been very 
nice talking with you folks.” 


Cautious consumers know what’s 
wrong in this picture. 'ITiey know the 
promise of a 20-50 year 
or a lifetime 
guarantee is deceptive because it’s 
unreasonable to expect the siding to Im* 
trouble-free for 20-50 years and to 
expect 
the company 
will 
be 
in 
existence 
to make 
good 
on 
the 
guarantee "for a life lin e .” Cautious 
consumers also know that the "model 
demonstrator home” pitch rarely pans 
out. And they are not impressed with 
the salesman who says: "This is a 
special price just for you." They could 
tell th** Smiths that when they are good 
and ready to have new siding put on 
(or make some other 
substantial 
improvement), they should shop 
around, compare prices, carefully 
read printed guarantees, and make 
their decision without tin) much help 
from the salesman.

When you go shopping for lawn 
fertilizer, you find “ umpteen” dif­ 
ferent brands, analyses, and prices, 
not to mention slow release or fast 
release nitrogen and with or without 
pesticides. Confusing? It certainly is 
for those of as who want to see our 
lawns green up and look pretty. 


But there are good reasons for the 
wide variety of materials . . . and the 
wide variety of prices they create. 
Fertilizers containing a high per­ 
centage of plant nutrients — nitrogen, 
phosphoric oxide and potash — cost 
more per pound than those with a low 
percentage of nutrients. Those con­ 
taining slowly available forms of 
nitrogen cost more per pound than 
those with quickly available forms. 
Granular, pelleted or soluble fer­ 
tilizers cost more than 
powdered 
fertilizers. 


A fertilizer also costs more if it has 
|M*sticides or trace elements such as 
iron. Manganese, zinc, copper, cobalt, 
sulfur or chlorine added. 
lockage size counts, too. Fertilizer 
in a small container costs more per 
pound than the same product in a large 
container. So before you buy, you’ll 
have 
to decide 
if 
the expensive 
products are worth the extra price. 
Maybe the least expensive is good 
enough for your needs. After all, how 
much encouraging do crabgrass and 
dandelions need? 


If mosquitoes think you are delicious 
and fleas prefer you to your dog, better 
make yourself repellent to these pests 
before going tramping or sitting in the 
outdoors this summer. 


Arm yourself with a repellent or 
space spray. There are repellents you 
can apply to skin and clothing and 
repellents you apply to clothing only. 
A good one to use against most in­ 
sects is deet, which is short for its 
official chemical name 
N,N-diethyl- 
m-toluamide. The name alone would 
repel an ordinary bug. Deet is very 
effective for most folks and repels 
more kinds of biting insects, ticks and 
mites than other repellents. 
Be aware of the difference between 
repellents and insecticides. You can 
list* an insecticide to spray the space 
outdoors where you will be to reduce 
the number of flies, mosquitoes and 
gnats in the air. Space sprays usually 
remain effective for 
at 
least 30 
minutes, sometimes longer. Sprays for 
list* in space are clearly labeled for use* 
against flying insects. Do not spray on 
drinking water, food, dishes, people, 
clothes, trees or shrubs. 


Repellents are okay for skin and 
clothes. Insecticides are not.

CHICAGO (A P) — If you’ve never 
seen a bushel of soybeans it’s hard to 
imagine why scores of men would be 
willing to pay $10 for them. 
But scores of men are willing to pay 
that much and more for a bushel of the 
oily, pea-shaped beans. And many 
don’t even know what soybeans look 
like. 
Yet they buy and sell thousands of 
bushels of soybeans by dealing in 
commodities 
futures, 
contracts 
promising delivery at some future 
date. 
Thousands, and sometimes hun­ 
dreds of thousands, of dollars are won 
and lost daily in such dealings at the 
Board of Trade. 
In the past few weeks, the traders 
have been mostly making money. 
The commodities futures boom has 
nearly tripled the price of soybeans in 
a year and almost doubled that of 
wheat and com. 
Consumers will eventually feel the 
price increase at the meat counter, say 
many traders. The commodities 


bought and sold at the Board of Trade 
are used primarily as livestock feed. 
“ The farmer is getting pressure 
from both ends,” one broker said. 
“ He’s faced with paying more and 
more for his feed grains, yet not being 
able to raise prices above the govern­ 
ment ceiling. He has no choice but to 
cut production.” 
Soybeans are the “ glamor stock” of 
the futures market. But other futures 
prices have been soaring, too. 
Most traders say, with conviction, 
that prices are hitting record levels 
because the supply of food com­ 
modities simply can’t keep pace with 
demand. 
But there is another view expressed 
by one trader: “ The only thing that’s 
worth a damn in this country is its 
agriculture. 
“ They’re not producing cameras or 
televisions any more in this country. 
Pretty soon they’re not going to be 
making cars. Who wants to buy a 300 
horsepower car that breaks down 
twice a week!”

SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - “ And that 
was Al Capone’s ceil, up there at the 
end, on the second tier.”

yield potential and profit in corn 
production, Shepherd insists. Most 
Ohio fields have too few plants to 
produce the highest possible yields. 
The agronomist notes that up 
through 1967 plant populations in Ohio 
were usually below 15.000 plants per 
acre. Since then, populations have 
increased each year, except in 1970, up 
to an average plant stand of 18,400 last 
year. He adds that of the more than 250 
hybrids listed in the 1972-73 Ohio 
Agronomy Guide, only about 4 per cent 
are recommended at populations as 
low as 18.000 plants per acre. 
Although it is too late to do mufti 
about the 1973 plant populations in corn 
fields, now is a good time to plan for 
1974. A good place to start is by 
checking this year’s plant stands. 
One simple way to check plant 
stands is to measure a length of row- 
equal to 1-1000 of an acre. Count the 
number of stalks in this row section 
and multiply by 1000 ('heck several 
sections of row and take the average. 
What distance of row equals 1-1000 of 
an acre? The distance varies with row 
spacing as follows: 
For 40-inch rows, 13 feet, I inch 
equals 1-1000 of an acre. 
For 30-inch rows, 17 feet, 4 inches 
equals 1-1000 of an acre. 
Far 20-inch rows, 26 feet, 2 inches 
equals 1-1000 of an acre. 
For rows narrower than 40 inches, 
add 4 inches lengthwise for each inch 
the row width is less than 40 inches. 
For rows wider than 40 inches, 
subtract 4 inches for length for each 
inch the row width is more than 40 
inches, i This information is in the 1972- 
73 
Agronomy 
Guide, 
Extension 
Bulletin 472.) 
The most important thing. Shepherd 
claims, is to remember 13 feet, I inch 
for 40-inch rows and adjust by 4 inches 
length each I-inch difference in width 
The agronomist notes some of the 
common problems in obtaining an 
adequate stand: 
1. The most serious problem appears 
to be planting too deep. 
2. Another factor is not dropping 
enough seed in the first place. 
3. There is usually about a 15 per 
cent loss in emergence from the seed 
drop, so The planter should be set to 
drop IO to 20 per cent more seed than 
the desired plant stand. 
4. Errors 
some as high as a third 
difference 
in seed drop may produce 
unsatisfactory stands. Obtain the 
proper plate for the seed and check the 
actual drop with the planter manual. 
Speed of travel is important for 
standard row widths, according to 
Shepherd. He suggests driving not 
more than 4 miles per hour with 24-eell 
plates and not more than 3 miles per 
hour with 16-cell plates. Depth of 
planting is also very important. Corn

Soybeans Lead 


Price Increases 


WASHINGTON (AF) - Led by 
soytieans, farm prices jumped four |x*r 
cent last month and averaged 33 per 
cent more than in May last year, the 
Agriculture Department said Thurs­ 
day. 
The Crop Reporting Board said 
prices for the month ended May 15 also 
included increases for cattle, cotton, 
corn, and potatoes. 
Soybeans registered the sharpest 
increase, rising to a national average 
of $8 27 |>er bushel, a boost of $2.13 
from April. Since last fall, soybeans 
have increased $5.01 per bushel, the 
department said. In May last year, 
they brought $3.35 per bushel. 


April or early May may have problems 
in emerging because of thick crusts 
and below-normal temperatures.

lf you go outside some morning and 
find that your maple tree has suddenly 
lost many of its leaves, take a look at 
the petiole. That’s the little stem on the 
leaf. If it is about I inch long and kind 
of black on the end chances are you 
have maple petiole borer. This is a tiny 
insect that bores into the petiole and 
the weight of the leaf breaks the petiole 
and they both come tumbling down 
Simplest control is not to do anything. 
The tree will be alright. 
Maple bladder galls occur com­ 
monly on silver maple trees. The galls 
are globular and are located on the 
upper .surface of the leaves. 
When first formed, the galls may be 
pink or green but they often become 
bright red and later almost black 
The gall maker is an eriophyid mite 
that is approximately 1-125 inch in 
length 
The mites live during the 
winter in the crevices in the bark of 
maple trees and crawl to the leaves 
when the new growth appears in the 
spring. TTiey feed on the lower surface 
of the leaf by means of a sucking beak, 
and as a result a gall is formed on the 
upper surface. As the gall enlarges, a 
cavity forms with an opening on the 
lower surface of the leaf. 'Hie galls 
cause no appreciable damage to tlx* 
tree except for the unsightly ap- 
pearanee. 
Spraying as the buds are opening is 
the best control. Use Malathion

“determinists” and “ m aterialists,” 
the Unit'd Stites seems sunk in self­ 
doubt, its global stance one of retreat 
and retrenchment. 
To get some notion of Russian en­ 
terprise and inventiveness, one need 
only “ look round tile habitable world,” 
to quote Dry den’s tran slatio n of 
Juvenal. 
During the last decade the Soviets 
have dramatically ^ ‘-ideologized their 
approach to the expansion of their 
global influence At the beginning of 
the 1960's, tile Kremlin looked with 
deep suspicion upon governments that 
had not taken the path of “scientific 
socialism.” Only such governments, 
and insurgencies deemed likely to 


assum e that a trend now 
running strong will continue 
and gather strength. The world 
has repeatedly seen that trends 
change, som etim es slowly, 
som etim es rapidly. It has 
happened 
in 
the 
case 
of 
population predictions, for 
example. 


When the forecasts do not 
materialize, the experts offer 
explanations and adjust their 
books. All the dire predictions 
related to the current concern 
about energy shortage assume 
things th at should not be 
assumed automatically. And 
they ignore factors that should 
not be ignored. 


It is assumed, for example, 
that the Arab nations, whom 
unity has eluded 
all 
these 
years, will suddenly become 
united and pursue anti-Western 
policies. This is an unrealistic 
projection.

In its overall design, the strategy 
envisages the rapid buildup of Soviet 
jxiwer and influence on both the 
eastern and western rims of the Indian 
Ocean, as well as the expansion of 
Soviet influence elsewhere. All this is 
kicked by a spectacular ship-building 
program. 
When Brezhnev sits down 
with 
President Nixon, therefore, he comes 
as the m aster of a serious and highly 
formidable global enterprise.

PORTSMOUTH, Va. (A P )— The 521- 
foot Panamanian tanker I^agos Erie, 
racked by an explosion amidships, 
drifted in flames early today off the 
Virginia coast after being abandoned 
by her crew. 
The Coast Guard cutters Conifer and 
Cherokee were expected to arrive at 
the scene some 60 miles off Cape 
Henry early today, but a Coast Guard 
spokesman said reports indicated the 
Lagos Erie was in imminent danger of 
sinking. 
Five crewmen were airlifted by 
Coast Guard helicopter from the 
stricken vessel Friday night and were 
taken to hospitals in Portsmouth and 
Norfolk. Four received injuries in the 
explosion and the fifth suffered burns. 
The remaining 25 crewmen aban­ 
doned ship shortly before midnight. 
They were taken aboard the 700-foot 
tanker Alexandrea Conway, which an­ 
swered the I^agos Erie’s initial distress 
call.

The Irish Republic’s surprise choice 
of English-born Protestant Erskine 
Childers as president opens the way 
for a new attack on religious feuding in 
Northern Ireland, but Childers doubts 
whether his victory will have any 
im m ediate effect. 
Terrorists killed two persons in 
Belfast late Thursday as Northern 
Ireland held local council elections as 
a prelude to legislative elections June 
28. The Protestant Unionist Party, 
which has ruled Ulster for 50 years, 
again held firm control. 
More than 88 per cent of the elec­ 
torate voted in some areas and ob­ 
servers saw this as a defeat for tile 
Irish Republican Army, which had 
called for a total boycott of the polls. 
In 
his 
p re sid e n tia l 
cam paign 
Childers, 68, promised to try to get 
Northern Ireland’s Protestants and 
Catholics to the conference table in an 
effort to bring peace to the six counties 
under British rule. 
Despite his religion, his English 
upbringing and opposition to the Irish 
Republican Army, Childers is ex­ 
pected to have trouble persuading 
Ulster 
lYotestants 
that 
a 
Dublin 


politician can offer a genuine hand of 
friendship. 
Although 
the 
R epublic’s 
new 
government has also proclaimed aim s 
of national reconciliation, the new 
p re sid e n t’s personal in itiativ e is 
limited by the constitutional role of the 
Irish presidency, which 
is largely 
ceremonial and akin to the British 
monarchy. 
Some observers note, however, that 
such limitations did not prevent King 
George V from making personal in­ 
itiatives to solve tile Irish question in 
1920. 
“ I would like to use whatever in­ 
fluence 
I 
have 
in 
establishing 
a 
common feeling between the two parts 
of the country and above all in helping 
the two communities in the North to 
get to 
know each 
other 
better,” 
Childers said Thursday. 
Childers replaces Ramon de Valera, 
the 91-year-old founder of Fianna Fail 
who held the presidency for more than 
a half century during the storm iest era 
of Irish politics. 
The New York-born de Valera, now 
fragile and nearly blind, plans to retire 
to a home for the* elderly in suburban

The conference probably will take up 
the bill next week. 


John Tower, R-Tex., urged 
House co n ferees to rem ain firm 
against the all-inclusive Senate fund 
cutoff. 


The Senate action, he said, un­ 
dercuts presidential assistant Henry 
A. K issinger’s negotiations with North 
Vietnam ’s Ia Due Tho. The sessions 
resum e in Paris June 6, as both men 
seek full compliance with the cease­ 
fire accord. 


“ You are encouraging fu rth e r 
bloodshed in Indochina,” Tower told 
the Senate after the vote Thurrsday. 
‘‘Don’t think that lives are going to be 
spared just because we are out of it.” 
The S enate re je cted two m od­ 
ifications of the Eagleton amendment 
proposed by adm inistration backers 
who complained it would “tie the 
hands of the president.” 
The E agleton am endm ent w as 
approved by 43 Democrats and 20 
Republicans. Another 16 Republicans 
and three Democrats voted against it. 
The appropriation bill was passed 73 
to 5.

Pilot Garden 


Project Aids 
Retarded 


FI,AT GAP, Ky. (AP) - A 
small pilot project in this tiny 
mountain 
hamlet 
could 
blossom into individual help 
for the mentally retarded and 
economic aid for the de­ 
p r e s s e d 
A p p l a l c h i a n 
mountain area. 
The 
relatively 
unique 
project involves teaching the 
retarded 
to 
work 
in 
greenhouses and outdoor 
gardens, perhaps to create a 
new industry at some time in 
the future. 
“This will not be a program 
to train people for a business 
in which there are no job 
openings,” 
horticulturist 
David Gillespie said. 
“We have met with local 
a g r i c u l t u r e 
t e a c h e r s , 
regional education officials 
and representatives of the 
Extension 
Service 
and 
outlined 
our 
plans 
for 
creating a greenhouse in­ 
dustry for the entire Eastern 
Kentucky area,” he added. 
At present, the project 
involves 
only 
a 
dozen 
trainees, but that is to in­ 
crease to 20-24 this summer 
when it moves to a more 
permanent headquarters in 
neighboring Floyd County. 
Gillespie said it takes a 
minimum of six months for a 
trainee to be ready to work 
independently 
in 
the 
greenhouse operation. 
By adding the outdoor 
garden to the program, the 
trainees 
can 
transplant 
vegetables and, later, sell 
them at outdoor markets that 
are 
planned 
at 
county 
courthouses in this area. 
Trainees in the program, 
which is operated by the 
Mountain 
Comprehensive 
Care Center, are paid small 
stipends of 30 to 90 cents an 
hour and there are plans to let 
them share in profits when 
the harvest is sold later. 
“We are trying to develop a 
more 
independent attitude 
and a sense of responsibility 
among the trainees,” said 
greenhouse 
supervisor 
Chalmer Howard, who has a 
degree in psychology from 
Eastern Kentucky Univer­ 
sity.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (A P) - To 
British fishermen, Iceland’s 50-mile 
limit is outrageoas. 
But it may be a taste of things to 
come as one coastal country after 
another stakes claims to what were 
once regarded as the high seas. 
At least six ta tin American coun­ 
tries, including Brazil and Argentina, 
have proclaimed 200-mile territorial 
waters. Guinea, on the west coast of 
Africa, claims a 130-mile wide coastal 
strip, Gabon IOO miles. 


Many other countries have posted 
exclusive fishing or economic zones 
far offshore. They include Chile, Costa 
Rica, Nicaragua and Peru, with 200 
miles; India, Pakistan and Sri I<anka 
with 112 miles; Ghana, IOO miles, and 
Morocco, 70 miles. 


Canadian Environment Minister 
Jack Davis said last weekend his 
country plans to claim exclusive 
fishing rights over its entire con­ 
tinental shelf, in some places wider 
than 200 miles. This would take 'n the 
Grand 
Banks 
of 
Newfoundland, 
traditional fishing grounds for the 
United States and many other coun­ 
tries. 


Three 
miles, 
the 
traditional 
territorial limit, is recognized today by 
a dwindling number of countries, in­ 
cluding the United States. Iceland and 
many others maintain that there is 
nothing in international law to stop a 
country from claiming more. 
Iceland refuses to accept ju­ 
risdiction of the World taurt in its 
fishing dispute with Britain. It says the 
court has no law under which to rule. 
This may change as a result of world 
conferences on the law of the sea 
planned for Geneva in July, New York 
in November, and Santiago, Chile, 
next April. 
Some 90 participating nations hope 
to write new maritime conventions 
reconciling the interests of major 
powers, coastal nations, the affluent, 
the needy arx! tile landlocked.

airline workers removed the casket of 
Baker from a plane Friday. 
Today, Baker gets his last wish. 
He’ll be buried in Hamilton, Ohio, at 
the side of his wife Shirley. 
Their four orphaned children—ages 
14, ll, IO and seven—saw their prayers 
answered this week when a news 
media-sponsored fund drive in San 
Francisco raised money to have them 
and their father’s body returned home. 
Baker, a longtime truck driver, died 
May 24 in San Francisco, where the 
family made its home after years of 
traveling from city to city. 
“ He started drinking real heavy 
when Shirley got cancer about four 
years ago,” said Elmer Garrett, 
brother of Mrs. Baker. “ When she died 
last year, he just sort of gave up.” 
Elmer, 31, and his brother John, 30, 
have legal action planned to establish 
guardianship of the four children. 
But transcending the story of love 
and death is the courageous figure of 
Baker’s oldest daughter, Marie, 14. 
The long-haired junior high student 
faced the tragedy calmly and with 
direction. 
She fought back instinctively. She 
and her three brothers needed help and 
a home. 
She called a San Francisco television 
station and made a public appeal that 
sparked a wave of assistance, in­ 
cluding money. 
Her father’s last wish was to join his 
dead wife in an Ohio cemetery. Three 
funeral homes in San Francisco 
provided services at no cost. A fourth, 
in Hamilton, Ohio, is handling the 
funeral. 
“ This just doesn’t seem possible,” 
said Elmer Garrett, a paper company 
employee in Hamilton, a city of 70,000. 
“ All the credit goes to Marie,” he
